WESTERN REAL ESTATE BOOMS. 


Paper Tovrna with Cloning Prospects. 


Cutting Half a Section Into Lots and 
Working Cp Fancy Prices—Building 
Big Mills and Gas Works on Paper. 
"The rustler himself Is a product of the 


west and his name originated in Dakota, 
where the very alacrity of his increments is 
supposed to produce a noise like that which 
the wind makes in the long dry gross of the 
prairies. He comes under all guises, from the 
local preacher with sanctimonious tones, tho 
business man with silk hat and jerky manner, 
to the simple rustic In jeans and top boots. 
The best way to test him is to say 'syndicate.' 
Not exactly in the way you would say 'rats' 
to a terrier, but let the word fall In conver- 
sation and see bis eye glimmer in spite of 
himself. A corporation, an association, a 
company never buys land out west, only a 
syndicate. Tho rustler rustles best in small 
towns whose-prospects are their strongest 
points. Genuine growth drives him out He 
needs elbow room, and the moro dreary the 
prospect the more indef atigably does he rus- 
tle. He is willing, too, to boom tho future of 
any land and of any people, but of course 
seldom finds a field for his peculiar abilities 
outside of the western states. 


POECTS TO THE GUILELESS "CANTJCK." 
"I remember one little town, however, 


Prospect Heights they called it, that sprang 
up in a night almost, thanks to a rustler, on 
the outskirts of Winnipeg, Canada, when peo- 
ple in that city went crazy over the opening 
of the great prairie lands to the west of it by 
the Canadian Pacific railway. The city was 
full of American real estate agents who had 
come up to help tho Canadians appreciate 
and purchase their own land. Several of 
these wide awake fellows laid their heads to- 
gether and bought S20 acres of farm land 
three or four miles out of tho city, on a little 
knoll that rose a few feet above the dead level 
of the prairie. They plotted the place off in 
town lots, advertised it freely as the coming 
site of suburban homes for city dwellers, and 
formed a construction company to erect 
houses thereon.

Then to 
his caller: 'Gentleman at the Victoria in the 
city wants to know if lots 9 to 13, block E, 
in Skinner's addition, can be had at $450 
each.1 Then the rustler rustles the leaves of 
a big book, consults a bogus sole list, and 
shouts into the telephone: 'Sold this morning 
to a Toronto syndicate to build gas works on. 
Very sorry. Good-by. What's that? Tbo 
same numbers in the next block, do you say) 
Hold on, I'll see.' More rustliug of the leaves 
of the ledger. Then he shouts again: 'Yes, 
theyVe gono too. Montreal man going to 
erect a brewery. 
Ton should have taken 


them yesterday when you were here. I'll 
bet you ten to one the whole plot is sold out 
before the week closes.' Then he talks awhile 
Io his visitor only to be interrupted by an- 
other ring on the telephone. 'Hello, who is 
itt The Albemarle? Oh, the Marlborough. 
Trail, go ahead. 
Who are youl Oh, yes, 


you were out here this morning. Want those 
lots reseved for you? How long? Can't do 
It Two daysthe outside. Well, ni reserve 
tour for three days, but not six. Not the cor 
ner one. Two or three people have been 
asking for it today. I might have sold it, but 
expected you to close to-night That corner 
lot,' be adds, coming back to bis visitor, to 
whom ho has already made up his mind he 
trill sell it, 'seems to be a favorite. The ad- 
joining one on the north has been set apart 
by the owner of the plot for a church, the 
next one to tha west was bought yesterday 
by a nian whose stock of dry goods is on the 
tray, and will be here before he can get his 
building up, I am afraid.' 


"And so it went. He Bold that corner lot, 


of course. He sold the who plot of 830 acres 
within a fortnight by the aid of consummate 
gall, a concealed battery in his desk that 
rang the telephone bell when he wanted it, 
and capital enough to get a lot of lumber on 
the land, hire a few men to dig foundation 
boles, lay bricks here and there and erect the 
framework of half a doeen buildings. His 
dupes did all the rest; supplemented his 
building operations and paid him their money. 
"When he had sold it all, he sold the lumber 
too, and went away, and with the gentle 
rustler went the money and the boom. Anc 
BOW a fine growth of •wild mustard fills the 
yawning cellars, oat crops are gathered on 
the town hall plaza, and the rest of Prospec 
Heights is buried among miles of tall prairie 
grass."—Interview in New York Tribune.

Egypt's Ancient Races. 


Professor Virchow has recently given us in 


the proceedings of tho Royal Geographical 
society an important memoir on the ancient 
races of Egypt. His inquiries are of great 
value, as tliey serve to show in what appears 
to be a conclusive manner something con- 
cerning tho racial characters of the people 
who constructed the marvelous civilization 
of that ancient empire. He has overthrown 
tho old view that the Egyptians in the time 
of Menes were identical in race with the peo- 
ple of tho present day. It was long supposed 
by those who followed Lepsius that tho 
southern part of the Egyptian folk, a people 
who evidently had a largo share in tho devel- 
opment of that civilization, were negroes of 
the ordinary African type. 
Virchow has 


shown this not to be the cose. Tho Nubians 
or Berbers are by tho character of their skin, 
the nature^of theu- hair and tho form of the 
skull akin to the northern people of the Bo- 
douin raco, aud not to tho southern Africans. 
Tho interesting part of Virchow's work re- 
lates to tho change of color which comes over 
northern people from a long residence in 
southern climate. He asserts that Greeks 
whoso grandparents were born in tho north 
acquire tho some general look as tho people 
in the biblical land of Kush, The Egyptians 
of today appear to be closely related to tho 
natives of Morocco and of tho Canary isles, 
'—ST. S. Shalei- in Boston Herald.

THE BEET SCOAK INDU9TBY. 


Tie 
Chicago Tribune says Mr. A. H 


Almy, who appears to be an eipert author 
ity on the subject ot the beet sugar indas 
iry, has contributed a paper on the subjeo 
to the Popular Science Monthly for Mar 
which is unusually interesting for the in 
formation it furnishes as to the extont anc 
Talne ol tb*e industry. The matter of cnl 
tivation and the latest approved procesae 
for extracting tbe sugar he leaves for fu 
tore consideration, but in the tneantioie be 
contributes a mass of interesting isforma 
tion on the general topic which cannot 'ai 
to interest and surprise the reader who i 
unacquainted with the vast strides the in 
dustry has made. 


Though during tbe early part of th- 


present century Continental Europe worked 
almost hopelessly to produce a plant which 
would thrive in its climate and supply 
sugar, and though schools of instruction 
were set up, costly experiments made, anc 
large subsidies granted to expedite the cnl 
tivation of the beet and extract its saccha 
rine principle, it bad to be abandoned 
France giving it up with tbe fall of Na 
poleoo. It was not until about twenty 
years ago that Germany, after many eiper 
iinents and a lavish expenditure of boon 
ties, succeeded in solving tbe problem 
Under .these favoring conditions there fol 
lowed fcu enormous increase of sugar pro 
duotion and a rapidly augmented exporta 
tion of sugar, as well as new impulses to 
cattle raising and dairy products from the 
rich fodder derived from the pulp and resi- 
duum. Picturing the growth of the new 
industry, Mr. Almy says: 


Gathering from twenty to twenty-five 


tons of beets from an acre, each ton yield 
ing from 150 to 200 pounds of sugar, or 
two tons of sugar to the acre [equal to th» 
bast Cuban yield—Ed.], which gave him 
three times the profit that he had hitherto 
derived from the cultivation of wheat, rye, 
barley, and the staple crops, leaving the 
land belter prepared to receive the annual 
plant iu its rotation with tbe beet, he 
found the value of his farm increasing 
enormously and his prosperity phenomenal, 
as tbe swarms of peasants—men, women 
and children—flocked to bis growing fields 
or followed the harvesting, while full em- 
ployment was given to the general wager- 
earner and the artisan. 


Sew employments and collateral indus- 


tries increased in the same ratio; railroads 
were projected and built to transport the 
beet root from the interior farms to the 
great factories scattered for hundreds of 
miles throughout Germany, long trains of 
platform-cars, often numbering fifty to 
sixty, piled fall of white gug*r beets, met 
the eye of the traveler during tbe Harvest- 
ing season, and speculation ran high with 
the fabulous profits of the sugar manufac- 
turer?. 


Later an attempt to manufacture bset 


sugar in this country met with failure 
owing to the enormous expense. Daring 
the last ten years, however, great discover- 
ies have been made in the cultivation of 
the root and in the mechanical methods 
lor extracting the sugar. Instead ot the 
1 per cent extraction secured in the days 
of the first Napoleon the "diffusion bat- 
tery" and other mechanical devices have 
increased the extraction up to an average 
ol 13 per cent. 
The other European 


countries have produced a large quantity 
ol the sugar, bnt Germany has easily kept 
the lead, as will be seen by tbe following 
table of production in 18S5:

In 1875 Garmanv only produced 2,500 


toes; in 1888, the total product reached 
1,300,000 long tons of 2,240 pounds, or 
more than hall of the sugar production of 
Cuba, lava, Brazil, Peru, British Indies 
(East and West), Egypt, Manila, and Lon- 
itiana for 1885, which did not exceed 
2,260,100 tons. The profits are constantly 
increasing. The whole value of the Ger- 
man yield of sugar is cot less than $75,- 
000,000 a year, exclusive of molasses, oat- 
tie fodder, anil tbe improved value of the 
land (or grain crops. Mr. Aim; says on 
this point: 


The simple and inexpensive methods 


adopted in the German factories have made 
the beet sugar manufacture one of the mos 
profitable of industries, and the work goes 
on day and night at a prime oost for con 
version ol $3 per ton of beets, or one cen 
per pound of sugar, not estimating the cost 
of the beet ror,t, bat including labor and al 
materials used, like coal, coke, lime, char- 
coal wear and tear, and interest on the in 
vested capital. 
The monthly disburse 


tnsnta ol such an establishment, exceec 
$60,000, and give employment to thou- 
sand of wage-earners in direct and coll at 
erU industries. One sugar corporation in 
France reported a net profit derived from 
the manufacture of beet sngar a few years 
ago of two millions of dollar* and the sea- 
son did not extend beyond 120 days. Un- 
der tbeie new conditions the production ol 
beet sngar in Continental Europe has 
doubled in the last decade, and after tbe 
home populations are supplied, the surplus 
is exported to Great Britain and the United 
States. Reducing tbe pries of sugnr in the 
markets of the world more than 50 
cent. 


ditions to produce the sugar beet to per- 
fection." 


But Ihe most hopeful experiment yet 


made in this country is in California, 
where tha beet seems to grow luxuriantly, 
in spite of the dryness of the season: 
Says Mr. Alay: 


A factory was started last October with 


equipment and machinery capable of reduc- 
ing 350 tons of beets per diem, and has 
proved a great financial success. 
A full 


supply of beets cultivated by tbe wheat- 
growers of California, kept the works fully 
employed and a "boom" was given to the 
town of Watsocville. 
Tbe factory con- 


sumes seven tons of lime daily in tbe chem- 
ical processes of extracting tbe sugar, 
which is distributed pro rata to tbe grower 
of beets free, and can be returned to the 
soil. Besides tbe farmers averaged over 
$80 per acre for their beet products, while 
the recent report of the Agricultural Bu- 
reau estimates tbe returns from the total 
production of the five principal crops— 
oats, corn, rye, barley, and wheat—in the 
United States to be less than $12 per acre 
as an average. 


California has plenty of jast as good land 


to supply the sugar consumption of the 
whole Doited States. 


What caused the enormous development 


of tho beet industry in Germany is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. Almy: 


Her lands were worn under a thousand 


years of tillage without rotation of crops, 
and bad more recently become unprofitable 
and valueless under the vain attempt to 
produce the staple crops of grain in com- 
petition with the rich prairies of our North- 
west, and her farmers were emigrating to 
America. Tbe soil was not exhausted, as 
many have supposed, but, like our own 
farms in New England, laboring at present 
under tbe same difficulties, required a 
diversity of culture and new fertilization. 
Their previous experiments bad shown 
that the beet root, depending largely for its 
groth upon tbe atmosphere, did not ex- 
haust tb* sail, aa was the cbse in the cul- 
tivation of grain, but in rotation with the 
staple crops, like wheat, barley, and rye, 
it left tbe land richer far tbe following 
crop. 


The beet root, as a biennial plant, enters 


readily; into rotation with annual plants 
and with those plants known to exhaust 
the soil. It precedes barley, wheat, rye, 
and oate, and prepares the soil in a 
marvelous manner for cereals, the subse- 
quent fertilization of which prepares the 
soil for the beet. Besides, tbe beet root 
was peculiarly the product of the temper- 
ate zone—indigenous to the latitude of 
Northern France and Germany, requiring 
Fair skies, sunlight, and long seasons for 
the fell perfection of its growth for sugar 
making purposes. It could not be raised 
profitably for saccharine extraction on the 
sea coast, as it easily absorbed saline mat- 
:ers, or in tbe dark and damp places of 
England, or in tbe higher latitudes, where 
the season is too short to ripen the plant 
:o perfection, any more than it would 
.Drive in the hot climate of the South.

General View of the Exhibition at a 
Whole.

the first place. America certainly is not. 
I gave you the other day a view of the 
American exhibits which might be called 
semi-official. I had not seen the exhibi- 
tion, and I took inch summary informa- 
tion as was nearest at hand. Comparing 
it with the actual facts, it now strikes me 
as rather rose-colored, 
The United States 


has, or will have, many important exhibits. 
Half a dozen men, with Mr. Edison at 
their head, will do much for the American 
reputation. American machinery occupies 
its full proportion of foreign space, about 
as innoii 
BB England, rather more than 


Switzerland, rather lesa than Belgium. 


Bnt when we come to the general Ameri- 


can section it is doubtful whether we shall 
make much impression on the general pub- 
lic. 
We shull be ranked among those na- 


tions who have shown themselves careless 
of appearances. Enter the English or any 
one of the numerous French sections and 
you find them carefully constructed on a 
uniform plan, each with its own architec- 
tural design uniformly carried out, many 
of them elegant and costly. Bat each 
American exhibitor seems to have been at 
liberty to do as he liked with the space 
allotted him. No general scheme of de- 
sign or decoration has been insisted on,and 
no control has been exercised over indi- 
vidual taste, or want of taste. The result 
is a sad jainble of shops, booth and ba- 
zaars ofttm tmpleasing iu themselves and 
incongruous when taken together. 
Tbe 


avenue which rnos leugthwisa through the 
entire American section offered every op- 
portunity for artistic treatment but tbe op- 
portunity has been worse than neglected. 


The effect of the good work is impaired 


by the bad next to it. The silversmiths in 
the middle, a small group by themselves, 
are attractive. So ate some other scat- 
tered exhibits. There ia really a great 
deal tbt>t is excellent; there are some things 
which would look better at home than here; 
there are others which, though they add 
nothing to the beauty of the section, have 
solid merits of their own. I hare heard 
competent judges express strong hopes 
that America will wiu her fair share of 
prizes, bat tbe stronger who walks past 
these singular collections of chemicals and 
corsets, of rubber shoes and borax soap, of 
dentists' chairs and spring mattresses, of 
carriages somewhat odd in pattern, of wax 
figures and washing tabs must ask himself 
whether tbis heretogeneons display really 
represents the best American could do. It 
will be patriotic to tell him that it does 
not. 


OUTDONE B7 LITHE BELGIUM. 


The space which we fill is not insignifi- 


cant; what we fill it with too often is. We 
cover as much ground us Switzerland and 
Italy together, who ar« our neighbors to 
the right. Russia, with half oar room, 
looks twice as important. Little Belgium 
has sent more than America, and knows a 
great deal better what to do with it. Com- 
parison with France would be absurd. 
France alone occupied, perhaps four-fifths 
of the whole Champ de Mars. It is pre- 
eminently and overwhelmingly a French 
exhibition. French bronzes alone have 
more room than all America; French fur- 
niture, carpets and tapestries three times 
as much. 
Imperfect as every French 


group still IR, anybody can see that, as a 
whole, the French display will be magnifi- 
cent. France is n competitor iu all the 
industries and certainly foremost in many 
—most of all in those where excellence de- 
pends on design, on taste, on education, 
and on art. H»r picture galleries are 
crowded with masterpieces 


AMERICAN ABT. 


The American art gallery is not yet open 


to the public, and it is not likely to be for 
some days. Mr. Hawkins and the rest of 
the committee have done their best, bnt 
French officials had to be dealt with and

workmeu to be depended upon, 


and the question of time was not within 
the committee's control.

American parties are, however, httng. 1 
hope it is not rush to predict that Ameri- 
can art will stand far better than it did 
eleven years ago.

sign to us. Why America was not thought 
worthy of space below I cannot say. 
Eng- 


land, Spain, Italy and Austria are all on a 
level with France. Perhaps it is a compli- 
ment that we are placed above wilt Den- 
mark, Belgium and the Netherlands. Two 
of the favored nations below, Spain and 
Italy, have not covered their walls. 
We 


have more than covered ours, and tbe pic- 
tures are overcrowded. The English col- 
lection is not large bnt is most carefully 
chosen. Mr. Whistler, it appears, aban- 
doned America because tbe American com- 
mittee could not find room for his entire 
series of some thirty framed etchings be- 
sides his paintings. They accepted seven- 
teen, and he migrated in discontent to 
England. The English accepted seven. 


THE EXHIBITION AS A WHOLE. 
* 


Much as there is in the details which in- 


vite criticism it would be difficult to over- 
praise the exhibition as a whole. Want of 
style in the buildings, want of simple good 
taste in decoration, and many other wants 
(here are; bnt nobody can walk from the 
Trocadero to tbe end ot the Champ de 
Mars without admiring most heartily the 
general conception and tbe innumerable in- 
genuities of the execution. The view from 
the Trocadero Plaza, looking down on the. 
Champ de Mars, embraces nearly the whole 
exhibition with that much abused yet mar-j 


velons Eiffel Tower in ihe foreground, 
which is, perhaps, better seen at a greater 
distance. The architectural eccentricities 
of all the lower portion of the structure ere 
distressing. The architect has been thrust 
aside by the engineer. 
The gardens of the 


Trocadero are so many studies in the horti- 
culture and arboriculture of as many coun- 
tries as there are gardens. Again, on the 
other side of tbe Seine, ciossed by tbe 
bridge of Jena, the Eiffel Tower stands—I 
had almost said straddles—amid them. 
There are email lakes and splashing fount- 
aim; there are pavilions of such outlying 
countries as Mexico and tbe Argentine Re- 
public; there are structures meant to com- 
prise the history of human dwellings; there 
are restaurants, telephone offices, chil- 
dren's palaces, printing offices, beer shops, 
and a hundred other things, alt at the very 
entrance of the grounds, all crouching at 
the base of tbe Tower. 
Beyond, in tbe 


centre, stretch more gardens, more fount- 
ains, more pavilions, covered avenues di- 
viding them. Yon may walk on under 
canvas, amid lawns and thickets spreading 
on every side. To the right is one of the 
chief sections, that of the liberal arts; 
they and the gardens together fill nearly 
half of the Champ de Mars. Beyond them 
again the French, and last, the great ma- 
chine gallery, which closes in the whole 
breadtb of the buildings, which themselves 
extend from aide to side of the grounds. 


Iron and glass ore everywhere the chief 


materials of construction, often so decorat- 
ed that you may doubt what tbe material 
really is. 
When you have passed through 


these gardens and buildings you have a 
long range of exterior pavilions on either 
side to visit. Gradaally4he first impres- 
sion of hopeless confusion and perplexity 
yields to a clearer perception o' the ar- 
rangement. The distribution of groups 
and classes becomes orderly, symmetrical, 
and easy to follow. The multiplicity of 
subjects is great. But you can choose your 
own subject, study it often morn complete- 
ly than ever before, often in its historical 
development, more commonly in its latest 
and most perfect slate. 


One thing yon will need to bear iu mind 


throughout, that this exhibition was de- 
signed iu box and has been carved in ash 
like Louis XIV.'s great place in Versailles, 
ail for the glory, uot to say glorification, of 
France. Tbe share of tbe outside world is 
comparatively unimportant. 
No nation is 


really well represented, and the visitor 
cannot form from what he sees here the 
faintest notion of the relative importance 
of the other nations.

England, America, Rnj- 
eia, Italy and Austria—each has stretched 
out her little finger. France has put forth 
her full strength, and never before has her 
energy or genius been seen to better ad- 
vantage.

A Vniqu* Present t» John TV. Mackajr 


Trom an English Company. 


John W. Maekay has been presented by 


the Silvertown Telegraph Company, Eng- 
land* with a handsome glass csss contain- 
ing samples of all the telegraph cables in 
the world, nicely tipped with German 
silver bands. In size they range from 
that of a lead pencil to that of a strong 
titan's arm. 


Tbe oldest cable in operation is the 


Dover and Calais, laid in 1850, covered 
with gotta peroba, hemp and iron armor. 
Tben came the Lowestoft and Zanvoort, 
laid in 1868. One very neat sample is 
that from the Spanish National, after 
which comes tbe West African and the 
Dublin and Hollykead. Tbe deep water 
cables are much smaller and lighter than 
those of the coast lines. One of the 
heaviest cables in the exhibit is the 
Canadian, made so to resist tbe icebergs.
